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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 59-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nofre et al 
in view of Kataoka et al for the reasons set forth in rejecting the claims in the last Office action. 
The amendments to the claims are not seen to influence the conclusion of unapatentability 
previously set forth. 

Nofre et al disclose N-[N-(3 ,3 -dimethylbutyl)-L-a-aspartyl]-L-phenylalanine 1 -methyl 
ester as a dipeptide sweetening agent (see entire patent). 
The claims differ as to the formation of granules. 

Kataoka et al disclose the production of dipeptide granules using a compaction process as 
is claimed (see entire patent). 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to use the compaction process of Kataoka et al in that of Nofre et al because 
the compaction of dipeptide sweeteners is conventional in the art. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 11, 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the references and that Kataoka et 
al requires additional steps and teaches away from the claimed invention. 
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In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1 992). In this case, the references are both directed to the use of a dipeptide sweetener. 

Nofre et al clearly teaches N-[N-(3,3-dimethylbutyl)-L-a-aspartyl]-L-phenylalanine 1- 
methyl ester in combination with a binder as is claimed (see column 6, lines 8-16) 

Kataoka et al disclose a compaction process as is claimed. Applicant does not exclude the 
screen/plate limitations of Kataoka et al. Kataoka et al states that use of a binder merely 
necessitates further drying as expected (column 2, lines 25-28). 

Applicant is using known components and process steps to obtain expected results. 

In the absence of unexpected results, it is not seen how the claimed invention differs from 
the teachings of the prior art. Applicant's claims are drawn to a combination of known 
components which produces expected results, see In re Kerkhoven 205 USPQ 1 069 and In re 
Gershon 152 USPQ 602. 

All of the claim limitations and arguments have been considered. None of them are seen 
as serving as basis for patentability. 

No claim is allowed.
